New York, Oct. 29.— Moscow radio 
broadcasts carrying rumors of a 
.British landing on the German- 
occupied French coast were' re- 
ported tonight by Edward K. Mur- 
row, Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem, correspondent in London. 

•j° .5* r as we know,” Murrow 
said, , /these rumors are without 
foundation, although; some people 
have bfeen asking whether or not 
some information could not be re- 
leased concerning raids by British 
commandos along the German-held 
coast of Europe.” 

The commandos, mentioned in 
Murrow’s broadcast, are described 
in London reports as “amphibious 
shock troops,” skilled in everything 
from ju jitsu to Indian-style fight- 
trained to go long periods 
of time Without food or water. They 
have been drilled in hostile land-, 
mgs by day and night. 


Creation of this force -was inter- 
preted recently as an indication that 
Britain planned an early invasion of 
the Continent, though Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden, as late as last 
Saturday, declared that an invasion 
of Europe at this time would be 
foolhardy. His declaration followed 
growing clamor among British 
workers for the establishment of a 
"second front” against Adolf Hitler. 

In describing the commandos, the 
United (Press said that the men wore 
the insignia “commando” on their 
^Shoulders, and that for a time the ’ 
British public had been puzzled as 
jpwhat it meant. The name itself is 
njSnnod as: “In South Africa, a mil- 
4»ary body or command: also, an ex- 
pedition or raid.”
